« fir Pomt, I own Lam miftaken ; and as to the /e- 
«cond, Ufee with Sorrow that People have a Mind to 
« overturn the Syftem of ag and that many of 
«« Thofe, who for momentary 


iews flatter by their 
«: Attachment his Imperial Majefty’s Hopes, will per- 
«« haps be the firft to declare themfelves not bound by 
“ their prefent Engagements. 

« Ido not here examine if this Pragmatick SanZion 
“ be agreeable or not to the Laws of the Empires if it 
« be repugnant or not to the Nature of thole different 
« Fiefs, which are to be thus tied together in a perpe- 
** tual Union; if there are or not in the Empire fome 
«* Princes, who have contrary Claims well founded ; and 
“in fhort, if the Yo/epbine Archducheffes may or may 
«pot infft upon their Right of Blood. Others have al- 
* ready begun to open this Affair, and more than one 
« Pen will be employed to unravel thofe Doubts. For 
« afcer all, I believe there are two Ways of treating this 
** grand Affair in a political Manner; to wit, as to what 
« relates to the Empire in particular, and as to what 
« relates to Europe in general 5 two Points, which will 
“ ye-unite in one fingle one. 

« But to fpeak at firft of the Empire only, I conceive 
* that it may occafion great Alarms to eftablifh a Right 
‘ of Fenale Primogeniture as to Territories fo extenfive, 
** many of which never as yet heard of fo much as the 
« Name, and who, to fpeak in the Terms of the Feudal 
«* Law, are difhonoured by being deprived of that high 


‘ « and noble Prerogative of a Ma/e Succefion. But one 


“ may and ought to go further. Even fhould we fup- 
‘ pofe thit this Au/rian Family can renounce all In- 
“: creafe of Power, which is impoffible ; yet, I do not 
“ fee in Germany any Family, which can of itfelf be a 
« Ballance to it in Power; therefore I ought to conclude, 
“ that whoever for the future fhall efpoufe the Heirefs 
* of that Hiufe, willat the fame Time acquire a Right 
“’ by Force to the Imperial Crown ; for who is it fhall 


- dare to 2ifpute it with him? Who is it will not be 


** obliged to yield to a fuperior Power? From thence- 
* forth I fee the Empire become Hereditary, in fpite 
** of the moft ancient and the moft Fundamental Laws 
* of the Germanick Body; the Eleétoral Dignity ren- 
* dered defpicable ; their Prerogative of electing, which 
# raifes them above the Princes, quite annihilated ; the 
* Imperial Crown no longer the Lot, as it were, and 
the Reward of the beit and moft diftinguifhed Princes 
* of Germany, but in Failure of Heirs Male, going a- 
** bout among Thofe, whom Chance fhill fucceffively 
** deftinate to be Husbands to the. eldeft Daughters of 
“ the Houle of Auftria; the Capitulations, that feeble 
* Rampart of the German Liberties, either quite abo- 
* lithed, or fubjeéted to the Pleafure of the Princes, who 
* fhall be pliced upon the Imperial Throne; the Ge- 


** neral Dyets of the Empire, that disfigured Image of 


“ the ancient German Body, either quite fupprefled, or 
* brought upon a Footing with the Ausick Council ; 
* that is to’fay, to be a Slave to the Interefts, and the 
* Interpreter of the Commands of the Court of Vierna; 


* the Princes of the Empire reduced to the State of 


* fimple Governors of Provinces, preferving only a def- 
** picable Shad@w of Sovereignty. In fhort, let us but 
“imagine a Prince, be he what he will, uniting b 


“ Marriage ia himfelf all the Dominions of the Houfe 
" of Auffria, he needs but defire the Emperial Crown, 
It will no more 
% be an Affuir of Choice, but an Affair of Right ; the 
«“ Name of Ele€tion will no longer’ be any Thing but 
‘* a Formality ; who will be the Elector, that dares re- 
** fule his Vote? Intimidated by Threats, which are 
** often too real, or flattered by Hopes, which are gene- 
# rally frivolous, none. of them will ever.be fo muchas 
The Quefliow will no jon- 
ger be, whetler the Prince be in all Refpeéts quali- '‘* too formidable, For my Part, I take all thefe things 


** withoyt* all Doubt he will have it. 


* ina Sufpence or Doubt. 
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* fied; he will neverthelefs be Emperor. Would they 
‘« impofe upon him a Capitulation too ftri&t? He re- 
‘¢ folves he will be Emperor without any Condition; or 
«« if he fubmits to fome, they will no longer be any 
‘© Rule for him. As there will be no longer any Im- 
*¢ perial Conftitutions in Force, the General Dyets, which 
* are eftablifhed for their Defence, will become -ufelefs, 
*¢ or will be taken up about nothing but That of re- 
‘* ceiving and promulgating the Emperor’s Commands. 
“« Already we fee the Dittature of the Empire entirely 
“ fubjeéted to the Inclinations and Orders of the Con- 
“ commiffion, di€tating nothing but what is agreeable to

“ Houfe, and even impofing Silence upon every Thing, 
“ that may be contrary thereunto. The German Princes 
** having no longer an Opportunity of making themfelves 
** of any Confequence, will be il! ufed, when they do 
* not do whatever they are bid, or thofe Things will 
“ be granted them as Favours, which in former Times 
neither could or durft have been refufed. There being 
‘“* then no more two different Interefts, to wit, That of 
*‘ the Head, and That of the Memders, the Prince, who 
“« fhall be the Poffcflor of fo great Dominions and of 
“« the Imperiat Crown, will meet with no Obftacle in 
«« drawing the Empire into all his particular Quarrels. 
“© Every one will even ftrive who fhall be the firft to 
€ extinguifh the Remains of the German Liberties ; and 
** without making any Queftion, or examining whether 
** or no the Emperor engages in juft and neceflary Wars, 
“* the German Blood muft be poured forth at the Plea- 
* fure of-the Houfe of Aufria, and That, which hi- 
‘* therto has been the pure Effect of Complaifance, of 
‘© Weaknefs, or of Blindnefs, will become an Affair of 
‘© Neceflity. The Empire will then be totally enflaved, 
‘ its ancient Conftitution annihilated, and its Syftemati- 
“* cal Condition deftroyed ; and fuppofe that fome Ger- 
‘* man Prioce, led purely by thefe weighty Confiderati- 
‘* ons, or taking them for a Pretence, fhould now im- 
** mediately, or upon the Death'of the Emperor, fhake 
‘© off the Yoke and raife the Standird, what an 
** Tnundation of Misfortunes will flow in upon Ger- 
‘© many! Too weak by himfelf he will neceffarily call in 
‘* foreign Aid. ‘The Standards of all Nations will be 
* ere€ted upon this unfortunate Theatre, and Germany, 
“* become a delicious Prey for its natural Enemies, will 
 Jabour under a bloody and a deftructive Civil War. 
«* How many Lives, what Sums of Money did it coft, be- 
** fore the Form of the Empire was fettled by the Peace 
** of Wefiphalia ; will it coft lefs dear before that preci- 
** ous Work can be deftroyed? I am obliged then to fay 
“s it, ard I believe Tam not miftaken, the Emperor in 
“* making the Pragmatick San@ion has not confulted the 
‘* Intereft of the Empire ; he has even made but a bad 
** Provifion for the Intereft of his own Family. Can one 
‘* indeed imagine that this Guaranty, which every one 
‘* may be faid to have agreed to without knowing its Ex- 
«* tent, will meet with a faithful Execution? Interefts 
«* change ; the momentary Motives, which made People 
‘s determine, vanifh, and give Place to others, that are 
** contrary. Princes, who only think of {pinning out 
“ calmly that Thread of Life, which Providence has 
‘© fixed for them, are fucceeded by others, who are ani- 
** mated by grander Views. Many open their Eyes and 
“‘ do not think themfelves obliged by an Engagement 
“ enter'd into without Reflection. It is enough if any 
‘* one remains firm, he is refpeéted for the Refiftance he 
«« makes, and People jcin und... his Standard. . Had it not 
«* then been more conducive to the Quiet of the Em- 
** pire, either not to have made a Pragmatick San&ion. 
‘* or not to have forced People to acknowledge it? 
** This would have been lefs pleafing to the Emperor, 
** but at leaft he would have had the Comfort to have 
« ended his glorious Reign without~ knowing all thofe 
“© Misfortunes, which his Family and Country miult’go 
«* through after his Death. 

** Let us now come to examine this Affair with re{peét 
** to the reft of Europe, or at leaft to examine fuch Re- 
** fletions as are or may be made by the Politicians of 
** good Senfe. 

«* The real Enemies of the Houfe of Aufria will fay, 
«* that the Power of that Houle is exorbitant, that the 
«* fupport themfelves by Artifice, and that their Cond

“others and that jt is neceflary to unite and join clofe 
“ tagether for bringing down a Power, which is become

“ to Pieces: I donot judge of 2 Powtr by the Abules 
“« that may be thrown out by a tranfitery Miniffry aghini 
“ it. Even without éntering into’a Detail of Patlica- 
“* lars, where there may be fomething of Truth, ‘and°alfo 
“ fome Things exaggerated, I fay, that it f¥ itor conveni- 
“* ent for Europe to have the Empire réduced to a meer 
“ Anarchy, or that there fhould not be an Emperor 
“« thereof, who is in a Condition to fupport his Dignity. 
* It is of no Confequence, it is true, what Name the 
** reigning Houfe in Germany bears, whether it bé’That 
‘© of Auffria confined within proper Bounds, or a new 
“* Houle near equal to it, which in the Beginning may

“ Couqueft is almoft the only Way they have of being

Refolved therefore, with Reyard to the De- 
elaration proroguing the Tax of four S Js per Livre, and 
other Duties, that the King fhould be humbly petiti- 
oned to lay it before his Purl'ament, to take into Con- 
fideration after the ufaal Manner ; and as for the Decla- 
ration of the 18th of Augaft laft. refolved, that the 
Parliament will never ceafe to reprefent to his Majefty the 
Impoffbility of their executing the faid Declaration ; 
but will continue to obfeive religioufly the ancient Cu 
ftoms, Maxims, and Difcipline, which belong to them, 
and which they have ever obferved fiance their firft Infi 
tufion ; a Conduét, which how blameable foever i: may 
now appear, har-been found moft conducive to the Wel- 
fare of the Publick, and the Prefervation of the Rights 
of the Crown, inthe moit difficult Tine. Refolved sar 
ther, that the Arret of the zoth paft fhall be execu- 
ted, fo far as relates to the repeating of their Remon. 
firahces, in Behalf of their exil'd Brethren; and that the
